Speaking momentarily on traf- 
tic: 

In 1950 Belle Glade began to 
feel the pains of more automo- 
biles, and a traffic check was 
taken. In 1954 the pains became 
more acute and it was found 
that the cars had doubled. Now 
this is 1960 and a short time 
ago, it was estimated by the 
State Road Department that the 
cars had, in fact, doubled again 
on Avenue A and Main Street. 

The Belle Glade Police De- 
partment is now in the same 
position as Chief Milburn in 
West Palm Beach about his jail. 
He is being criticzed by the pub- 
lic and the city council about 
the over-crowding in the jail 
and (they) refuse to build him 
a place to put prisoners. 

We are faced with almost four 
cars in Belle Glade where there 
was one in 1950. 

Now our problem is what to 
do with them. Different organi- 
zations have safety committees.
